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LAWS OF ALABAMA. 


[No. 1.] AN ACT 1844. 

To incorporate the Town of New Lexington, in the County 

of Tuscaloosa. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That from and after the passage of this Act, the 
Town of New Lexington, in the County of Tuscaloosa, be and Incorporation 
the same is hereby incorporated under the name and style of 
the Intendant and Council of the Town ef New Lexington ; 
and under that name they shall be liable to sue and be sued, 
may plead and bo impleaded in all manner of suits either in 
law and in equity, may have and keep a common seal, and the. 
same to break, alter and amend at pleasure, and in general to 
do all acts which are incident to bodies corporate, and to pur¬ 
chase, hold and dispose of for the benefit of said Town, real, 
personal or mixed property to the amount of five hundred 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That the limits of said j { j 
Corporation shall include the lots of the plats of said Town of " 

New Lexington, and also the Male und Female Academy of 
said Town. 

Sec. 3. And be it f uiiher enacted , That there shall be five E j ef 
Councillors elected for said Town of New Lexington, on the Oommiseion- 
first Monday in May, eighteen hundred and forty-four; which era. 
election shall he conducted by William Winter, James Welch, 
and E. A Montgomery, any two of whom shall have power 
to act, and shall give certificates of election to the five persons 
who inay receive the highest number of votes. The polls of 
saiti, election shall be opened at eleven o’clock before noon, and 
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close at two o’clock afternoon, of said day: Provided , That 
said Managers shall be qualified by some Justice of the Peace, 
to conduct said election according to law. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That all subsequent 
elections in said Town shall be conducted by any two of the 
Councillors, to be appointed by the Board for that purpose; 
and if from any cause, said elections shall not take place on 
the day set apart for holding the same, the Board may appoint 
some other day; not exceeding thirty days from said first Mon 
day in May, in each and every year. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted , That all free white male 
persons of the age of twenty-one years, who have been resi. 
dent citizens of said town for two months preceding said elec¬ 
tion, or any person who may own real estate in said Town 
shall be deemed qualified voters at any of said Town elections. 

Sec. 6 . And be it further enacted , That within five days 
after said election is holden, the Councillors elected shall con¬ 
vene at some suitable place in said town, and take and sub¬ 
scribe an oath before some person authorized to administer the 
same, that they will faithfully discharge the duties to them 
committed, without favor, affection or partiality; a certificate 
of which oath shall be filed with the Clerk of the Board of 
Councillors. 

Sec. 7 . And be it further enacted, , That when said Coun¬ 
cillors are qualified, as declared in the sixth section of this Act, 
they shall proceed forthwith to elect, by a majoi ity of votes, 
from their own body, an Intendant, whose duty it shall be to 
preserve and keep order at meetings of their Board, and in his 
absence or incapacity, any member may‘be called to the Chair. 
The said Intendant shall approve all ordinances that may be 
passed by the Bo^rd, and shall be tx-ojjicio Justice of the 
Peace for all purposes connected with said Corporation, and the 
enforcement of its laws, and shall see that all ordinances are en¬ 
forced, and shall be entitled to receive for his services the same 
fees allowed to Justices of the Peace for Tuscaloosa county, 

Sec. 8. And be .it further enacted, That in all.breaches of 
the by-laws of said Corporation, where the same be a viola'r 
tion of the laws of the State, it shall be the duty of said Iqten- 
dant, to bind over said offender or offenders to appear at tbe 
next Circuit Court for said county, to answer said charge. , 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted. That said Board shall 
be authorized to elect a Clerk, Treasurer, Marshal amd s^ich 
other officers for said Town, as they may deem proper for the 
good government of the jsame, and shall affix: 
compensation,; * which .officers, shall t^eVnpvea^l^ af-} the, pi capt¬ 
ure of the Board, for neglect of duty or malpractice in office ; 
and said Board inray require such bonds froiftthejr respective 
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officers as they may deem proper for the faithful performance 
of their respective duties. 

Sbc. 10. And be it further enacted, That said Board shall 
be authorized to levy and collect a tax, not exceeding one per May ievy tax# 
centum on the property taxed; the poll tak shall in no case ex¬ 
ceed seventy-five cents, and no property shall be taxed except 
such as is taxed by the State or County of Tuscaloosa, and no 
tax, after a levy is made, shall be increased, except by a vote 
of the legal voters of said Corporation, which shall be deter- , 
mined by an election, on giving ten days’ notice thereof. 

Sec. It. And be it further enacted, That said Councillors 
or Board, shall have exclusive control over the public streets, Control over 
alleys, and public springs, the wells and public works belong-streets, 
iag to said Corporation; they shall have power to enact patrol 
laws, and to have them enforced,—to quell riots,and disturban¬ 
ces, suppress indecent and disorderly conduct, to prevent and 
remove nuisances, to punish offenders against' the by-laws by 
a fine not exceeding five dollars, and to pass all ordinances 
that may tend to promote the peace and harmony, good order 
and health of the citizens, of said Corporation: Provided, 

That none of said ordinances of said Corporation shall conflict 
with the Constitution and laws of this State. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, That whenever any of¬ 
fender shall be fined and shall refuse or neglect to pay said fine, or fines, 
lie shall be proceeded against by execution, which execution 
shall have the same force and effect as if issued by a Justice of 
the Peace of the County upon civil judgment. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, That the said Board 
shall have power to fill all vacancies which may occur by vacancies 
death, resignation or otherwise, until the next annual election ; how filled, 
and any member of the Board may preside as Intendant pro 
tempore , in absence of the Intendant proper, and a majority of 
said Board shall constitute a quorum to transact business. 

Sec. 14. And be it further enacted, That the said Board 
shall hold their meetings once a month, and oftener if neces- Meeting of 
sary, any two members of which may compel the attendance the board, 
of absent members, assess fines for contempt or negligence on 
the part of any of their body, which fine, in no case, shall ex¬ 
ceed the sum of five dollars: Provided, The whole Board 
shall be present when any rnemberis to be tried,—and if the 
Board be equally divided, the defaulting member shall not be 
fined. , • 0 ■' 

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted , That the said Jntend- 
ant and Council when organized, shall be authorized to levy Powers of 
tax in accordance with the above recited Act, for the twelve board * 
months next preceding said first day of May, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-four. x

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[No. 2.] AN ACT 

To amend an Act, incorporating the Centenary Institute of the 
Alabama Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in the County of Dallas. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That an additional number of six Trustees shall be 
added to the present number, as is now allowed in the first sec¬ 
tion of an act, incorporating the Centenary Institute of the 
Alabama Annual Conference, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in the County of Dallas. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That T. W. Dorman, 
Thomas II Capers, Jesse Boring, John W. Starr, Samuel Arm¬ 
strong, and James 0. Williams, and their successors in office, 
shall be, and they are hereby appointed Trustees of said Insti¬ 
tution.

[No. 3.] AN ACT 

For the relief of Benjamin Magonisk. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the Siaie of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That from and after the passage of this act, Benja¬ 
min Magonisk, be, and he is hereby declared a liner between 
the counties of Pike and Coffee, and shall hereafter be consi¬ 
dered a citizen of the county of Pike, so long as he remains at 
the present place of residence, and shall be subject to all laws 
in relation to citizens of Pike county, in the same manner as if 
he resided in said County.

[No. 4.] AN ACT 

To change the name of a certain person therein named. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That from and after the passage of this act, the 
name of Martha Caroline Black, of Jefferson county, be, and 
the same is hereby changed to that of Martha Caroline Forrest.

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[No. 5.] AN ACT 

For the support of Paupers in the County of Butler. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly Gommwsion- 
convened , That the Judge of the County Court and Commis- and°R^venue 
sioners of Roads and Revenue, for the county of Butler, be, arid may purchase 
they are hereby authorized, whenever they, or a majority ofland. 
them, shall deem it necessary, to purchase and receive title to 
any quantity of land, not exceeding eighty acres; which title 
shall be made to the Judge of the County Court of Butler coun¬ 
ty, and his successors in office, and shall vest in, and be the 
property of said county of Butler. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That said Judge and May contract 
Commissioners are hereby authorized to contract for the building for ngs, 
of all necessary houses for the purposes therein mentioned, and 
every thing else that is necessary to be done, the expenses of 
which shall be paid out of the County Treasury of Butler county. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That whenever it shall (Jeler 
appear to said Court, that any person is a subject of public char- mine who 
itv, hr, she, or they, so soon as there be a Poor House in said paupers, 
county, may be ordered by said Court to be conveyed to the said 
Poor House, to be taken care of and supported; and said Court 
is authorized to employ some suitable person to superintend and 
take care of all the poor of said county of Butler. 

Sec. 4. And be it jurther enacted , That it shall be the duty 
of said Judge and Commissioners, or a majority of them, to Visite 10 Poor 
meet at said Poor House, at least once in every six months, for tIouse * 
the purpose of examining into the condition of the premises and 
treatment of the paupers; and the said Court shall have power 
to dismiss any person from the charge of said Poor House, 
whenever, in their opinion, the interest of the poor may require 
it, and generally to make such rules and regulations as to them 
may seem advisable, having due regard to economy and the com- 
lort of the poor. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. That at the first Court 
of said Commissioners of Roads and Revenue, after said poor ° verseer » 
house shall be built, said Court shall appoint one discreet per- the poor ’ 
son, in each captain’s beat, to act as an Overseer of the Poor, 
whose duty it shall be to report to said Court what person or 
persons are within his beat, properly the subject of charity and 
public support; and said Oveiseer shall continue in office for the 
term of one year. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted , That before any super¬ 
intendent shall enter upon the duties of his office, he shall enter t g^ a u ^ rm ' 
into bond, with two or more good securities, in the sum of one 
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thousand dollars, payable to the Judge of the County Court of 
Butler county, and his successors in office, conditioned for the 
faithful discharge of the duties of his office.- 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted , That all laws and parts 
of laws, contravening the provisions of this act, be, and the 
fame are hereby repealed.

[No. 6.] AN ACT 

To change the time of holding the Winter Term of the County 
Court, in and for the County of Greene. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the Slate of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That from and after the passage of this act, that the 
time of holding the winter term of the County Court in and 
for the County of Greene be, and the same is hereby changed 
from the fourth Mondaj* of January to the third Monday 
thereof. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That all process, hereto¬ 
fore issued, returnable to said Court on the fourth Monday in 
January be, and the same is hereby made returnable to the third 
Monday thereof. 

See. 3. And be it further enacted. That all laws and parts 
of laws conflicting with this act, be and they are hereby repealed.

[No. 7.] AN ACT 

In relation to costs of Prosecutions, in Criminal Cases, in Mobile 

County. 

Whereas, in a large number of Criminal cases in Mobile 
County, the defendants upon conviction are insolvent, and 
unable to pay the costs of prosecution. 

Section 1 . Therefore , be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in General 
Assembly convened , That in all State cases in'Mobile county, 
in which the defendants, after conviction, have been, or shall be, 
unable to pay the costs of prosecutions, the same shall be paid 
out of the lines and forfeitures, which have accrued or may 
accrue in criminal cases in Mobile County,

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[No. a] - AN ACT ! ' 

To legalize a certain Term of the County Court of Tuscaloosa 

County therein named. 

Whereas, by an act passed at the last Session of the Legisla¬ 
ture, approved February 13th, 1843, it \yas enacted, that the 
then next ensuing term of the County Court of Tuscaloosa 
County should be holden as theretofore, on the third Monday in 
July, in the year one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, 
and thereafter the terms of said Court should be holden on the 
second Mondays in May and December in each and every year ; 
and whereas,, under the provisions of said act, various processes 
have been issued, and made.returnable to a term of said Court to 
be holden on the second Monday in December, Anno Domini, 
eighteen hundred and forty-three ; and whereas, doubts have 
arisen whether the above mentioned act authorized a term of 
said Court to be held at the time last aforesaid ; therefore for the 
better solution of such doubts, and for the safety and protection 
of suitors. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Mahama in General Assembly Court when 
convened , That a term of the County Court shall be held on 
the second Monday in December, eighteen hundred and forty- 
three, and that all process* heretofore made returnable to a term 
of said Court to be held at that time shall be held good and 
valid eo far forth as concerns the time and term of said Court at, 
and to which they may have been made returnable, any law to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

[No. 9.] AN ACT 

In aid of the County Treasury of Russell County, &c. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That James Daniel, Abraham P. Watt, George W. 

Dallas, and William Davis the Commissioners of Roads and 
Revenue in the County of Russell, and their*successors in office, and 

are hereby authorized and empowered to sell at public sale upon Revenue, 
reasonable notice, all the unsold lots in the town of Crawford, 

(late Crockettsviile,) in the County of Russell, and pay over tha 
proceeds to the County Treasurer of said county to be applied 
to county purposes. 
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Sec. 2. And be it Jurther enacted , That John Segar, the 
Treasurer of the said town of Crawford, be authorized to pay over 
all money he may have in his hands, received from the sale of 
lots in the said town, to the Treasurer of said County, and that 
John Segar, Henry Moffett, William D. Hargrove, James W. 
Hunter, and Hartwell B Green, the Commissioners of the said 
town be thereupon released and discharged from all liability 
rising out of, and depending upon their said office, and all 
laws and parts of laws contravening the provisions of this act, 
are hereby repealed.

In relation to the nomination of Bank Directors. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened. That so much of the several acts passed at the last 
session of the General Assembly, requiring the Governor to 
nominate to the General x \ssembly, Directors to be chosen for 
the Bank of the Slate of Alabama, and the several Branch 
Batiks, at the commencement of each annual session cf the Legis¬ 
lature, be, and the same are hereby repealed; and that hereafter 
it shall be the duty ol the Governor to nominate Bank Directors 
in pursuance of the said several acts, at any time after the third 
week of each annual session.

[No. 11.] AN ACT 

To revive and continue in force, an act, entitled an 3ct to 
authorize the Commissioners Court of Butler County to levy 
an additional tax. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That the first section of an act, entitled an act to 
authorize the Commissioners’ Court of Butler County to levy an 
additional tax, approved fourteenth February, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-three be, and the same is hereby con¬ 
tinued in force.

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[No. 12] AN ACT 

Concerning the Circuit Courts of Dallas County 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That the Circuit Courts for the County of Dallas 
shall be held until the business shall be finished; and for this 
purpose juries shall be drawn and summoned in the manner now 
prescribed by law to attend said Courts, from week to week, 
until the docket may be disposed of.

[No. 13.] AN ACT 

For the relief of Bridget O’Brien. 

Whereas, Michael O’Brien, deceased, late of the County of 
Perry, died intestate, leaving a widow, Bridget O’Brien, who, 
by reason of alienage, is incapable in law of taking the estate 
of the said Michael O’Brien, deceased, for remedy whereof— 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That thesaid Bridget O’Brien be, and she is hereby 
declared able and capable in law of taking by descent or dis¬ 
tribution, the estate of her late husband, in the same manner 
as if she was not an alien: Provided , That nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to the prejudice of the rights of 
the creditors of the said estate.

To divorce John W. Jones from his wife, Minerva Jones. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That in pursuance of a decree of the Chancery 
Court, held in the Town of Huntsville, in the County of Madi¬ 
son, that the bonds of matrimony heretofore solemnized be¬ 
tween John W. Jones and his wife Minerva Jones, be, and ths 
same are hereby dissolved and annulled, and that the said John 
W. Jones be divorced from his wife Minerva Jones* 
Approved, 14th December, 1843.

For the relief of Doctor Thomas Moody, of the County of 

Clarke. 

Section 1 . Tie it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That Doctor Thomas Moody, of the County of 
Clarke, be, and he is hereby made able and capable in law, to 
sue for and recover compensation for professional services, in 
the same manner as if lie had been permitted to practice Medi¬ 
cine and Surgery, according to the law now in force; and that 
the said Thomas Moody may practice his profession as hereto 
fore, without being lial 
cases provided.

To reduce the fees of Jurors and Witnesses in the County 

of Tallapoosa. 

Section 1 . Re it enacted by lbe Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened. That Jurors and Witnesses in all cases tried in a 
Court of Record in and for the County of Tallapoosa, shall re¬ 
ceive the sum of one dollar per diem for their services, and no 
more; this act to take effect from and after its passage, any 
law to the contrary notwithstanding.

[No. 17.] AN ACT 

To change the names of certain persons therein mentioned. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, , That the names of Elizabeth Jane McCay and 
Josephine Renfrow, of Jackson County, minors, be, and they 
are hereby changed, and they shall hereafter be severally called 
and known by the names of Elizabeth Jane Newberry and 
Josephine Newberry.

To-amend- the charter of the “Marine Rail-Wfl}’ and Insurant* 

Company of Mobile.” 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep - 
resenta lives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the “ Mobile Marine Rail-Way and Insurance May lend or 
Company,” be and is hereby authorized to lend its surplus funds sur P ,u * 
in any of the public stocks of the State of Alabama, or of the b ’ 
United Slates, or to invest the same in any real or personal 
securities, anything in the charter of said Incorporation to the 
contrary, notwithstanding; Provided , That this sha.il not 
authorize said Company to invest any portion of funds in the 
stock of the State, created for the purpose of raising capital for 
any of the Banks of this State. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That this act shall not be 
construed, so as to enable the said Company to issue for circula- Prohibition, 
tion any notes or bills, in the nature of Bank notes, or to issue 
any paper to he used as money.

In relation to certain escheated property, in the County of 

Balias. 

Whereas, clivers acts have been passed by the Legislature of 
this State lor the relief oi James W, Kelly, and his wife 
Chandra, concerning certain escheated property in the County 
of Dallas, belonging to the estate of Christopher Plunkett and 
Matthew Plunkett, by which said acts, such portion of the said 
estates, as belonged to Christopher Plunkett in his life time, have

Extending to the County of St. Clair the provisions of certain

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep - 
rescntatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That the provisions of an act entitled an act relative 
to Justices Courts, and for other purposes, in certain counties 
therein named, approved Februar}’ fifth, one thousand eight hun¬ 
dred and forty, and also the provisions of an act entitled an act to 
establish jury trials in Justices Courts in certain counties in this 
State and to regulate the proceedings therein, approved December 
thirty first, one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, be, and 
the same are hereby extended to the County of St. Clair, and 
said acts are to be in full force and effect in said County of St. 
Clair, from and after the first day of March next.

To regulate the working of Roads in Baldwin County, in cer¬ 
tain cases. 

Whereas, several citizens of Baldwin County, living upon 
the Alabama River, own a large number of slaves, in the forks 
of the Tombigby and Alabama Rivers, in the County of Clarke ; 
and whereas, there are no public roads nearer than fifteen or 
twenty miles in said County of Clarke, and thus the owners of 
said slaves are exempt from doing their share of road duty; 
and whereas, the roads in Baldwin near which the owners re¬ 
side, run through a sparsely settled country, and the duty of 
working is therefore, thrown upon a few; Therefore, 

Section 1 . Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama , in General Assembly 
convened , That the Commissioners of Roads and Revenue in 
Baldwin County are hereby authorized and empowered in ap¬ 
portioning hands upon the Road in said County upon which 
the citizens of said County are now required to work, they 
shall apportion on said Road, the slaves belonging to citi¬ 
zens in the same manner as is now prescribed by law, and as 
if they resided in the County of Baldwin.

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[No. 22.] AN ACT 

Concerning the County Taxes of Monroe County. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Hep - 
reseniatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly w . 
convened , That the Judge of the County Court, and the Com- ay * Ty Vax 
missioners of Roads and Revenue of the County of Monroe, 
be, and they are hereby authorized to levy and collect such 
tax not exceeding the present State Tax, as they may think 
necessary to defray the expenses of said County. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That all laws and parts caI 
of laws, contravening the provisions of this act, be, and the v€p a ‘ 
same are hereby repealed.

No. 23.] AN ACT 

To compensate Tales Jurors in the County of St. Clair. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That from and after the passage of this act, all tales 
Jurors in the County St. Clair, shall receive the same pay per 
diem, that regular drawn Jurors now receive, for every clay 
they actually serve as Jurors, any law to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing.

[No. 24.] AN ACT

Explanatory of An Act entitled, An Act to regulate the State 
Bank of Alabama, and for other purposes, approved four¬ 
teenth February, eighteen hundred and forty-three. 

Section 1 . Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened , That the Governor of the State of Alabama, the 
State Treasurer, and Comptroller of Public Accounts, be and 
they are hereby authorized to issue State Bonds, to be substi¬ 
tuted for the extension of the State Bonds heretofore sold by 
the late Branch Banks at Huntsville, Decatur, Montgomery, 
and Mobile, payable in eighteen hundred and forty-four, which 
said Bonds to be issued as aforesaid, shall be payable on the 
first day of June, eighteen hundred and fifty, and renewable or 
extended at any time thereafter, at the pleasure of the State. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That the Bonds to be 
issued as aforesaid, shall he made payable to the President of 
the Bank of the State of Alabama, and shall be transferred by 
him to the holders of the State Bonds, due in eighteen hundred 
and forty four, in lieu of the Bonds maturing in eighteen hun¬ 
dred and forty-four,and be by him transmitted to the holder there¬ 
of; the interest thereon to be paid at the Counting House of 
Reid, Irving & Co., of London, or such other place, as the Pre¬ 
sident of said Bank and said Bond holders may agree. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That the President of 
the Bank of the State of Alabama, be, and he is hereby au¬ 
thorized and required to prepare and sign the necessary cou¬ 
pons, for tne extension of the Bonds due in eighteen hundred 
and forty-four, corresponding with the new Bonds so issued or 
extended.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened , That from and after the passage of this act, the 
town of Union Springs, in the County of Macon, be, and the 
same is hereby incorporated, under the name and style of the Corporate

And be it further enacted , That there shall be se¬ 
ven Councillors elected for said town, between the hours of Election of 
ten o’clock, A. M., and four o’clock, P. M., on the second Sat- Councillors, 
urday of March next; which election shall be conducted by 
Cicero Brootn, Angus C. Hawkins, and William H. Waugh, 
any two of whom shall have power to act, and shall give cer¬ 
tificates of election to the seven persons who shall have receiv¬ 
ed the highest number of votes: Provided , The said managers, p ig0 
before they enter on the duties herein assigned them, shall take 
an oath before a Justice of the Peace, to conduct the said elec¬ 
tion according to law.

males twenty-one years of age, who have been for three 
months next preceding said election, residents of said town of 
Union Springs, shall be entitled to vote: Provided , That oil 
the second Monday in January, eighteen hundred and forty- 
five, and on the same day every succeeding year, said election for 
Councilmen shall be held; first, giving at least five days notice 
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of the same, by one or more notices, posted in some conspicu¬ 
ous place, within the limits of said incorporation. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted , That within five days 
after said election is holden, the Councillors elected shall con¬ 
vene in some suitable place in said town, and take and subscribe 
an oath, before a Justice of the Peace, or some person authorized 
to administer the same, faithfully to discharge the duties to 
them committed, without favor, affection, or partiality; and to 
support the Constitution of the United States, and of the State 
of Alabama, a certificate of which oath shall be filed with the 
Clerk of the Board of Councillors. 

Sec. 6 . And, be it further enacted , That when said Councillors 
are qualified, as herein before provided, they shall proceed 
forthwith, to elect by a majority of votes from their own body, 
an Intendant, whose jurisdiction shall extend to all laws passed 
by the Incorporation for its government; and in the absence, or 
incapacity of the Intendant, any member may be called to the 
chair; the Intendant shall approve all ordinances, that may be 
passed by the Board, and shall be cx-officio Justice of the 
Peace, for all purposes connected with said Corporation, and 
the enforcement of its laws, and shall be entitled to receive 
for his services in enforcing the laws of the Corporation, the 
same fees as are allowed to the Justices of the Peace in the Coun¬ 
ty of Macon. 

Sec. 7- And be it further enacted, , That the Board of In¬ 
tendant and Councillors, or a majority of them, shall have 
power to pass by-laws and ordinances for the government of 
said town, not inconsistent with the Constitution or laws of 
this State, to appoint a Clerk, a Treasurer, a Marshal, and 
such other officers for said town, as they may deem proper for 
the good government of the same; and said Board shall pre¬ 
scribe the duties and compensation of said officers, and the 
same remove at pleasure, for neglect of duty, or mal-practice 
in office; and said Board may require such bonds from their 
several officers, as they may deem proper to ensure the faith¬ 
ful performance of their respective duties. 

Sec. S. And be it further enacted , That said Councillors or 
Board, shall have exclusive control over the public streets, al¬ 
leys, public springs, and wells, and all public works belonging 
to said Corporation; shall have power to enact and enforce pat¬ 
rol laws, quell riots, and disturbances, suppress indecent and 
disorderly conduct, prevent and remove nuisances, punish of¬ 
fenders against the by-laws, and pass and enforce all ordinances 
that may tend to promote the peace and harmony, good order, 
health and well being of the citizens of said incorporation: 
Provided , That no fine, in any one case, shall exceed twenty 
dollars.

And be it further enacted , That said body politic 
and corporate, shall have power to adopt such a constitution 
and by-laws as may seem to them to be fit, not inconsistent 
with the the Constitution and laws of this State. 

And be it further enacted , That said body politic 
and corporate, by their corporate name, shall have power to 
sue and be sued,, to contract and be contracted with, to acquire 
and hold property and dispose of the same: Provided , That 
said real estate, or any other property held by said corpora¬ 
tion, shall be held and used exclusively for literary and benev- 
loent purposes.

To Incorporate the Town of Girard, in the County of Russell. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate arid House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That the corporate limits of the Town of Girard, 
in the County of Russell, shall extend a half mile each way, 
from the centre of said town, and be designated and known as 
the Town of Girard, and the inhabitants residing within the 
limits of said town, as hereby established, shall be, and they are 
hereby created a body politic and corporate; and who shall on 
first Monday in February next, and on the first Monday in 
Februaiy in each and every year thereafter, elect by ballot an 
Intendant and five Councillors, residents, house or land holders, 
who shall be designated and known by the name and style of the* 
“Intendant and Council of the Town of Girard,” and by 
their same corporate name and style, they and their successors 
in office may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, either at 
law or in equity ; and may purchase, have, hold, receive, enjoy 
and retain in perpetuity, or for a term of years, any estate, real 
or personal, not exceeding in value ten thousand dollars, and to 



sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of the same, for the benefit of 
said town ; also, may have and keep a common seal, and the 
same break, alter or amend at pleasure; and in general do all 
acts, which are or may be incident to bodies corporate. 

Sec. 2. t find be it f arther enacted , That the first election for 
Intendant and Councilmen, shall be conducted by Moses Cox, 

Samuel G. Beckwith, and John G. Woodson, or any two of First election, 
them ; and all subsequent elections, shall be conducted by any 
three persons to be appointed by the Board of Intendant and 
Councillors of the Town of Girard, and said managers of elec¬ 
tions, shall give at least ten days notice of the time and place of 
said election, by posting the same at any two public places in 
said town; the polls to be kept open from ten o’clock, A. M, 
to one o’clock, P. JV1., at each election ; and the Intendant and 
Councillors before entering on the duties of their office, shall 
take and subscribe the following oath, before the Judge of the 
County Court, or any Justice of the Peace for said county, viz ; officers.' 0 * 1 
‘•I do solemnly swear, (or affirm, as the case may be,) that I will 
well and truly, and to the best of my knowledge and ability 
execute the duties of Intendant, (for Intendant,) Councillor, (for 
Councilmen) of the town of Girard, without fear, favor or parti¬ 
ality. So help me God.” 

Sec. 3 . And be it further enact id, That any elector of said 
town, who is of the age of twenty-one years or upwards, shall be 
eligible, either to the office of Intendant or Councilman, and Eligibility of 
should the said Intendant remove from the said town, or be voters * 
absent therefrom for three months at any one time, without the 
consent of the Councillors, his office shall be vacated : and 
should any Councilman remove from said town, or shall be 
absent for three months,-at any one time, without the consent of 
the Intendant, and the other Councillors, his. or their office 
shall be vacated ; and it shall be the duty of the remaining part 
of the board, forthwith to supply the vacancy or vacancies so 
occuring. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That in the event of any 
vacancy occuring in the office of Intendant, either by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, the Councillors shall choose one of Vacancies, 
their body, Intendant pro tempore , who shall continue in office 
as Intendant, until the next succeeding annual election ; and if 
any vacancy shall happen in the Board of Councillors, by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, then, and in that case, it shall be the 
duty of the Intendant to appoint managers to hold an election to 
fill such vacancy or vacancies, who shall, after giving five days 
previous notice, proceed to open the polls for such election, and 
after the same it shall be their duty to make known to the sucess- 
ful condidate his election. 

Sec. 5. Andbe it further enacted. That ail white free male citi¬ 
zens of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shall 
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Qualification have resided within the limits of said town three months, 
Ot’voters. immediately preceding an election for Intendant and Councillors, 
or either of them, and all house holders, or free holders therein, 
who shall have resided within the limits of said (own, one 
month previous to said election, shall be deemed qualified voters 
at said election for Intendant and Councillors, or either of them. 

Powers r Sec. 6. K? it further enacted , That the Intendant and 

Councillors, or a majority of them, shall have power to adjourn 
Proviso. their meetings, from time to time: Provided , The Intendant 
may from time to time, and at any time, call a meeting of the 
Councillors by written notice, designating the time and place of 
meeting; and on application of any two or more Councillors,

the side walks; protect by adequate penalties, shade and orna¬ 
mental trees in said town ; provide for licensing and regulating 
such retailers of liquors as they may deem the interest of said 
town shall require : Provided , That such persons as they may 
Proviso, see fit to license, shall first have obtained a license from the 
County Court, and the said board shall have power to license, 
tax and restrain, at pleasure, theatrical amusements, shows and 
museums of all kinds whatsoever, within said corporation; to 
clear, put and k.ep in order, the streets of said town ; to restrain 
and prohibit all nightly and disorderly meetings of slaves, free 
negroes or muIaPoes, and all knavish or disorderly persons;

and alter the same as shall be deemed expedient. The said Inten- 
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dant and Council shall appoint a Clerk, a Treasurer, a Marshal, 
and an Assessor, and such other subordinate officers as they may 
deem expedient and necessary, and require such security for the 
faithful discharge of their duties, as may be deemed adequate ; 
and said Board of Inlendant and Councilmen may impose ap¬ 
propriate fines, penalties, and forfeitures for the breach of their 
ordinances and by-laws, not to exceed fifty dollars for every 
offence; recoverable with costs, in the name of the Intendant 
and Council of the Town of Girard, for the use of said town, 
before the Intendant thereof, for which suit may be commenced 
by warrant returnable forthwith : Provided , That all ordinances 
and by-laws shall be subject to repeal by the Legislature of this 
State, and that nothing herein contained shall be so construed as 
to prevent appeals to the Circuit and County Conrls, in the 
same manner, and under the same rules and regulations, as 
appeals are taken from Justices of the Peace. 

And be it furlher enacted, That the said Intendant 
and Council shall have power to levy and collect a tax on real 
estate, not exceeding twenty-five cents on every one hundred 
dollars worth, when the lots are improved with a house, or 
houses, and enclosure; and not exceeding one dollar on every one 
hundred dollars worth, when not improved with a bouse or 
houses and enclosure; and not exceeding fifty cents on every 
one hundred dollars worth of stock in trade, and all other per¬ 
sonal property kept within the corporate limits of the Town of 
Girard ; Provided , The tax on real and personal estate be laid 
in proportion to the value thereof, according to an assessment 
and valuation, given by the owner or owners, his, her, or their 
agent, or by the assessor appointed by the Intendant and Coun¬ 
cil ; and should any person think his or her property assessed 
too high, he or she shall have a right to complain to the Inten¬ 
dant and Council, who shall consider and reduce said assessment, 
if in their opinion, it has been placed too high by said assessor, 
and their opinion shall be final. 

Section 10. And be it further enacted , That the Intendant and 
Council of said Town of Girard, shall appoint an overseer, or 
overseers of the streets of said town, and shall require and 
regulate the working of the same, not exceeding ten days in 
each year, and may exempt, at their discretion, from working 
on the same, all persons they may think proper, and all persons 
living within the corporation, liable by law to work on roads 
and highways, by paying an additional poll tax, not exceeding 
five dollars per head on each one so liable to work, for Jhe use of 
said town, shall be exempt from working on the same.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That ail lands within this State liable to taxation, shall 
be divided into four classes:—Lands of the first quality or class, Lan<1 cIasse(J * 
shall be valued at sixteen dollars per acre; of the second class, 
at ten dollars; of the third class, at four dollars; and of the fourth 
class, at one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre; and the 
owner, or person giving in the same, shall state on oath, the class Class how ae- 
to which he or she believes his or her lands belong; and ail lands certaiued. 
shall be returned, and the taxes thereon paid, to the assessor or 
collector, as the case may be, of the County wherein the same 
may lie. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That where, by reason of 
proximity to a city or town, or navigable water course, any of when to bs 
the lands liable to taxation shall be of greater value than the valued, and

Sec. 4. ,2nd be it further enacted , That upon all slaves over 
ten, and under fifty years old, there shall be levied and collected 
the sum of sixty cents; and upon all slaves under ten, fifteen 
cents; and upon all free negroes and mulattoes, over twenty and 
under sixty years, two dollars; and upon every deck of playing 
cards, twenty-five cents; upon all household furniture, over and 
above three hundred dollars in value, twenty cents upon each 
hundred dollars’ value thereof, to be estimated by the oath of 
the party giving in the same. 

Sec. 5. dlnd be it farther enacted, That upon all goods sold 
at auction, or by any auctioneer, upon which he receives com¬ 
missions, except such goods as shall be sold by execution, order 
or decree of any of the Courts of this State, or by virtue of any 
mortgage with power of sale, or deed of trust, there shall be 
assessed and collected one per centum upon the amount so sold, 
whether the same he sold at public outcry, or by the auctioneer 
at private sale. Upon all moneys loaned at legal interest, to any 
person in or out of this State, or moneys owned, one fourth of 
cne per cent.; upon all moneys used or laid out in what is usually 
termed shaving, or loaned at illegal rate of interest, or used in 
the purchase of promissory notes, judgments, or other securities 
for the payment of money, fifty cents upon every hundred dol¬ 
lars’ amount of paper, notes, or other securities so purchased or 
shaved; upon all moneys or credits used in the purchase of the 
bills of the Hanks of the State of Alabama, or other Bank 
bills, or in the purchase or sale of domestic or foreign bills of 
exchange, or checks, drafts, or certificates of deposit, twelve and 
a half cents upon every hundred dollars of the amount of bills, 
checks, drafts or certificates of deposit so purchased or sold : 
Provided, That the same shall be applicable solely to persons 
and corporations who employ such moneys and credits for the 
purpose of profit, but shall not be levied upon persons or corpo¬ 
rations who employ such moneys or credits in any business from 
which a profit is not derived from the purchase or sale of any 
such Bank bills, domestic or foreign exchange, checks, drafts or 
certificates of deposit; and all factors, domestic or foreign com¬ 
mission merchants, cotton brokers and auctioneers, shall pay 
twenty cents for every hundred dollars’ amount of their commis¬ 
sions or brokerage accruing to them in their business as factors, 
commission merchants, brokers or auctioneers; upon every hun¬ 
dred dollars’ amount of merchandise sold, domestic or foreign, 
(except such articles as are manufactured in this State,) twenty 
cents. And if any person or persons, liable to pay tax under 
the provisions of this section, shall fail or refuse to give in a true 
account of the amounts hereby required to be assessed, by the 
twentieth of May in each and every year, it shall be the duty of 
the assessor or collector, as the case may be, to assess upon such 
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person so failing or refusing, the sum of three thousand dollars; 
find the collector shall proceed to collect the same, together with 
jsuch per centum as the County Court shall have levied on the 
State tax, which sum shall be collected and paid over as other 
taxes: Provided , That the provisions of this section shall not he 
in force until the first day of May next; and after the said first 
dav of May, the several items of taxation embraced in this sec¬ 
tion, shall be computed from that time to the first of May next Time ofcom .

exceeding fifty dollars; on all other property subject to a State 

or County tax, not exceeding one per cent, ad valorem , on all 

itinerant merchants, hawkers and pedlers, not exceeding fifty 

dollars ; on all billiard tables, and other games of chance, not 

exceeding five hundred dollars.

been created by, or the fund so held in trust, has proceeded from 
some other person than the defendant himself. 

And be it further enacted , That the said Court 
shall have power to compel such discovery, and to prevent such 
transfer, and to decree satisfaction of the sum remaining due on 
such judgment, out of any property, money, or thing in action, 
belonging to the defendant, or held in trust for him, with the 
exception above staled, which shall be discovered by the pro¬ 
ceedings in Chancery, whether the same were originally liable 
on execution at law or not.

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 
That in case of the death of any person, who may be, or who 
may have been at the time of his or her death, the purchaser of 
any real ^estate liable to redemption, under the provisions of 
uoath of pur- t j ie a 5 0Ve re cited act, it shall be lawful for the debtor whose 
ments may interest was sold, or any creditor ot such debtor, to pay or ten- 
be made by der the purchase money, according to the provisions of the 
semtafy Pre " sa ^ act > t0 an amendment to the executor or admin- 

’ u 1 istrator of such deceased purchaser; and such executor or ad¬ 

ministrator shall thereupon re-convey such real estate to the 
debtor or creditor of the debtor so paying or tendering the 
money, and the re-conveyance made by such executor or ad¬ 
ministrator, shall vest in the person to whom it is made, such 
title as was vested in the deceased.

To establish a Chancery Court for the County of Randolph, and 

for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly convened, 
That so much of an act entitled an act to divide the State ot 
Alabama into three Chancery divisions, and for other purposes, 
Repeal. approved thirtieth of December, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-two, as makes the county of Randolph a portion of 
the fifteenth Chancery District in the middle division of the 
State of Alabama,be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. Jinel be it further enacted , That from and after the 
Randolph, passage of this act, the said county of Randolph shall consti- 
I2d District . j u j e a chancery district in the northern division of the State of 
Alabama, to be numbered forty two. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That it shall be the duty 
of the Chancellor of the northern division to hold a court of 
Court, when Chancery for said district hereby established, at the town of 
lield ‘ McDonald, in said county of Randolph, once in each year, which 

court shall be holden on the tenth Monday after the fourth 
Monday in May, and may continue in session one week. 
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Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That said Chancellor 
of the northern division shall appoint a Register of said Chan- chancellor to 
eery court hereby established, whose duty it shall be to perform appoint a Re- 
all the duties pertaining to the office of Register and Master inS ister ‘ 
Chancery for said court; which said Register shall give bond 
and qualify under the same regulations and restrictions and li¬ 
abilities as are prescribed to Registers of other Chancery courts. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted , That all causes now 
pending in the Chancery Court for the fifteenth district of the Causes pend- 
middle Chancery division, shall, on the application of either ln s may be 
complainant or defendant, when any of the parties to said trans * errec1 ' 
cause resides in the county of Randolph, be transferred to the 
Chancery Court hereby established, and such transfer, when 
made, shall be done by order of the court, entered on the min¬ 
utes, and it shall thereafter be the duty of the Register of the 
court for the said fifteenth district immediately thereafter, to 
deliver to the Register of the court hereby established, the or¬ 
iginal papers in such, together with a transcript of all entries, 
orders, and decrees, made in such cause in the court, from 
which said cause is ordered to be removed, all of which shall 
be certified by the Register delivering the same. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted , That the Chancellor of 
the northern Chancery division be required to hold a separate Benton 
and special term of the Chancery Court for the thirty-ninth 
district, in the county of Benton, on the fourth Monday in Feb¬ 
ruary, one thousand eight hundred and forty four, for the pur- s P eciaI term - 
pose of transacting the business of that court, in the same man¬ 
ner as if it were the regular term of said court.

[No. 216 ] AN ACT 

To incorporate the Town of Huntsville. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rtp* 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That the inhabitants of the town of Huntsville shall 
be, and continue a body politic and corporate, by the name, Corporate 
“ The Mayor and Aldermen of Huntsvilleand by their cor- 
porate name may sue and be sued, implead and be impleaded, 8 y e * 
grant, receive, and do all other acts as natural persons, and may 
purchase and hold real, personal, and mixed property, or dis¬ 
pose of the same for the benefit of said town ; and may have 
and use a town seal, which may be broken or altered at 
pleasure. 
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Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That hereafter, the cor¬ 
porate jurisdiction, rights, privileges, duties, and restrictions 
hereby given, or herein contained, shall arise, exist, and ex¬ 
tend, in and over a superficial square, viz: a square whose cen¬ 
tre will be the centre of the public square in Huntsville, and 
whose four boundary lines, each of which is to be one mile in 
length, and run parallel with a corresponding boundary line of 
the present public square in said town, will embrace an area of 
one mile square, and the inhabitants. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That said corporation 
shall consist of a Mayor and eight Aldermen, who shall be 
elected as follows: on the third Monday in December of each 
year, there shall be elected two Aldermen for each of the four 
wards of said town, who shall be residents of the wards in 
which they may be elected, at the time of their election, by 
the qualified electors of said town; said Aldermen shall be 
elected by ballot, by the free white male citizens within the 
. aforesaid limits, of the age of twenty one years, who shall be 
of^oter? 11011 freeholders or householders therein, or who shall have resided 
therein six months preceding, and paid a corporate tax for the 
preceding year, as prescribed by any ordinance of the corpora¬ 
tion, or who shall be the legal or equitable owners in good 
faith, of real property within said limits; such election shall be 
Sheriff to hold held by the sheriff of Madison county, and three freeholders, 
election. to be by him summoned, as judges, and he shall conduct the 
same in the manner of an election for members of the General 
Assembly, he giving the casting vote if any two or more shall 
have an equal number of votes; and said sheriff shall give to 
each one so elected a certificate of the fact, and thereupon, they 
shall present their certificate to the Judge or Clerk of the 
County Court of said county, and before him take the oaths 
prescribed for civil officers of the State, and an oath to perform 
the duties imposed upon them by this act, without favor or par¬ 
tiality; of which qualification a record shall be made in the of¬ 
fice of said County Court. The qualified voters of said corpo¬ 
ration shall, also, at the same time and place, elect a Mayor, 
who shall, before said Judge or Clerk, take an oath to perform, 
without favor or partiality, the duties of Mayor, of which a 
like record shall be kept; and said Mayor and Aldermen shall 
continue in office until their successors are qualified. If said 
sheriff shall fail to hold such election, he shall advertise in three 
public places of said town, another day for holding the same, 
r . not above ten days next after the regular day, and on such 
Vacancies. 0 ^} ler <j a y y shall open and hold an election in the manner afore- 
»aid • and if, during the term, any one of the Mayor or Alder¬ 
men die, remove, refuse wholly to act, or be disabled from act¬ 
ing, the other Aldermen shall, by ballot, elect another one in 
his stead, whose qualifications shall be as above described,

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The office of Mayor or Aldermen shall alone be filled by a 
freeholder residing within the corporation ; and if any one or 
more, who shall be elected Aldermen, shall refuse to qualify, 
the said sheriff shall give notice for, and hold an election to sup¬ 
ply the vacancy, as above prescribed. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That a majority of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, shall constitute a quorum to transact the Quorum oi 
business of the Board, they fix their own sessions, and at any Buar(j - 
time a special session may be called by the summon of the 
Mayor, at his own option, or at the request of any two of the 
Aldermen. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted , That the Mayor shall 
possess within the incorporated limits, all the powers and juris¬ 
diction of a Justice of the Peace, in civil and criminal cases, Mayor’s juris- 
and to be subject to all corresponding duties and responsibili- diction, 
ties, and for his services in such cases, shall be entitled to the 
fees allowed by law to a Justice of the Peace; and then his 
signature or act as Mayor, shall be of equal force as if done by 
him expressly as a Justice. He shall, moreover, have exclu¬ 
sive original jurisdiction to hear, adjudge, and determine all 
prosecutions, controversies, or matters, out of the orders, regu¬ 
lations, and ordinances of the Board, such as fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties inflicted, and the summary remedies to be given 
against the officers of the corporation : Provided , The sum in 
question does not exceed fifty dollars ; and from his decision or Proviso, 
judgment in any case, of either breach of his jurisdiction, the par¬ 
ty desiring it, may have ari appeal, or certiorari, in order to have 
a new trial in the County or Circuit Court of said county, under 
the rules and regulations prescribed by the laws of the State, 
for an appeal or certiorari from the judgment of a Justice of 
the Peace. 

Sec. 0 . And be it further enacted , That the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall have power to appoint a Constable, Clerk, Mayor and 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, an Assessor, and any other offi- 19 

cer who may become essential to the maintenance of a good Constable, 
police ; the said officers shall continue in office (unless removed) Clerk, Trea- 
until the next annual election of Aldermen, and until their sue-^ r re ^. G Coliee ‘ 
Gessors be qualified. The Mayor and Aldermen shall have 
power to fill all vacancies that may occur in said offices, and to 
remove said officers at any time, a majority of the whole Board 
concurring in said removal And the said Clerk, Assessor, Col¬ 
lector, Treasurer, arid Constable, shall, before the Judge or Clerk 
of said County Court, take each an oath, well, truly, and faith¬ 
fully to perform the duties of his office, of which also, a record 
is to be made ; and the said Collector, Treasurer, and Consta- ^ 
ble, shall, each, before the Clerk of said County Court, enter giv ^ 8 ntI ° 
into bond with security, to the Mayor, or his successor,in the pen¬ 
alty of two thousand dollars, or any larger amount that may be 
required by any ordinance of the board, with condition to dis- 
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charge all the duties of his office, truly and faithfully; on which 
bond, suit and recovery may be had in any court having jurisdic¬ 
tion thereof, in the name of the Mayor or his successor, for the 
use of the corporation or person injured; and said bond shall re¬ 
main for other breaches of its conditions. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted , That the Clerk shall 
DutyofClerk. keep a regular record of the proceedings, orders, regulations, 
and ordinances of the Board, which shall be read to the Board, 
and signed by the Mayor, or presiding chairman; and the same 
shall have the force of a record, and a copy therefrom, certified 
by the Clerk, shall b eprima facia evidence in any court of re¬ 
cord, or elsewhere; and said record shall, at all times be open 
for inspection. The Clerk shall also keep a docket of all causes 
instituted before the Mayor, as such, or as Justice of the Peace; 
shewing the order in which they shall be instituted, and noting 
or endorsing the orders and judgments, &c., therein; and in 
another book he shall keep a minute or record of the orders, 
judgments, &c., in said causes; and shall keep and preserve in 
regular files, as well the papers in such suits, as all others be¬ 
longing to the Board; and one of the records and pa¬ 
pers aforesaid, shall be open for public inspection. In the 
docket, the Clerk shall note the dates of the issuance and deliv¬ 
ery of original and final process, and to whom delivered, and 
the return thereon, or the substance thereof, and for all his 
books make full indexes. 

That the duties and lia- 
liabiUtTesof bilities of the Assessor, Collector, and Treasurer, as well as the 
Officers. liabilities or any further duties of the Clerk, shall depend upon 
Of Constable, the ordinances of the Board; that the Constable shall possess 
the powers, rights, and fees, within the incorporated limits, and 
in pursuance and execution of this act, as possessed by con¬ 
stables, under the laws of the State ; and shall execute the 
orders, notices, and process of the Board, to him directed or de¬ 
livered for that purpose, and all warrants, precepts, and pro¬ 
cess from the Mayor’s Court, being subject to the liabilities and 
remedies which the Board, by its ordinances aforesaid, may 
prescribe. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted , That the Mayor and Al- 
Board may dermen may, by ordinance, allow to the Constable additional 
grant salaries compensation not in the ordinary line of a constable, and for 
to officers. which no specific fees are allowed ; they may likewise, by or¬ 
dinance, fix from time to time, reasonable salaries or compen¬ 
sation to the Mayor, Clerk, Assessor, Treasurer, or other 
officer. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted , That in all cases where 
Pioyiso. the Constable is a party, the Mayor shall, in stich eases, direct 
the process to some other person to execute. 
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Sec. 11. And be it further enacted , That the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall have power to pass all regulations and ordi¬ 
nances for the common good of the corporation, which may be 
compatible with the Constitution and laws of the State, and 
with this act; they shall have power to prevent and remove General po* 
nuisances, to prevent the introduction of contagious or infec-^ 0 ^^ 01 
tious diseases within the town, and provide places for the re- “" en * er ‘ 
ception of the sick ; to erect a hospital or any other buildings 
or works, for the use of the town; and to that end, to join with 
the county of Madison in any such erections, and to contract 
or agree with said county, or the Commissioners or competent 
authorities thereof, for the privilege or right to erect and con¬ 
tinue such hospitals, or other buildings or works upon the pub¬ 
lic square, and accept any gift or conveyance from said County 
Commissioners or authorities; to erect lamps; to provide night 
watches and patrols ; to erect and repair bridges; to construct 
drains and sewers, and to keep them in repair; to establish 
fire wards and fire companies, and provide for the prevention 
and extinguishment of fire ; to regulate partition fences, and to 
determine by whom they shall be made and kept in repair; to 
restrain and prohibit nightly and other meetings, or disorderly 
assemblies of of slaves, free negroes and mulattoes, and other 
knavish and disorderly persons; to restrain and prevent trading 
with slaves; to provide for regulating and licensing hawkers, 
pedlers, and retailers of spirituous liquors within the corporate 
limits, and within one mile of the court house of Madison county, 
or for annulling and prohibiting the same, and concerning them; 
to have and exercise the exclusive power of granting licenses, re¬ 
serving to the State and county aforesaid, in all cases where the 
corporate authority may choose to grant licenses, the taxesby the 
laws of the State imposed, be collected from such hawkers, ® 
pedlers, or retailers, as the said Mayor and Aldermen may li¬ 
cense ; to license, restrain, and regulate theatrical or other ex¬ 
hibitions for money, whether of animals, figures, horsemanship, 
activity, legerdemain or of whatsoever character, kind or 
name ; to impose and enforce fines or penalties for all riots, 
routs, affrays, assaults and batteries committed within the 
limits of the corporation, and for obstructing the streets, aven¬ 
ues, sewers, drains, &c., or injuring the corporation buildings or 
works, or pedling or retailing without license ; to provide for 
regulating and licensing auctioneers, commission merchants, 
and the keepers or owners of billiard tables; to restrain and 
prohibit gambling; to regulate and establish markets, and to 
rent out the stalls in the same, and to prohibit the selling of 
meats, poultry, fish, or game, except at the public market or 
markets ; to take care of, preserve, remove, designate and re¬ 
gulate all burying grounds belonging to said corporation; and, 
in general, to impose and enforce appropriate fines, forfeitures, 
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and penalties, for the non-performance or the violation of tbeir 
ordinances, so that in no case the same shall not exceed the 
sum of fifty dollars.. Such fines, &c., to be recovered by, and 
in the name of the Mayor and Aldermen, and to be applied to 
the use of the corporation. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted\ That the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall have full authority to cause all vagrant, idle, or 
disorderly persons, all persons of ill fame or evil life, and all 
such as have no visible means of support, or are likely to be¬ 
come chargeable to the town as paupers, or are found begging 
or drunk in and about the streets, or loitering in and about tip¬ 
pling houses, or who can show no reasonable course of busi¬ 
ness or employment in the town ; all who have no fixed place 
of residence, or cannot give a good account of themselves ; all 
who are grossly indecent in language or behaviour, publicly in 
the streets, and all prostitutes, or such as lead notoriously a 
lewd or lascivious course of life, to give security for their good 
behaviour for a reasonable time, and to indemnify the town 
against any charge for their support; and in case of their refu¬ 
sal or inability to give such security, to cause them to be confi¬ 
ned to labor, for a limited time, not exceeding four calerfder 
months, unless such security shall be sooner given ; which said 
labor shall be such as be designated by the Mayor and Aider- 
men, for the general benefit of the town ; and that the labor so 
designated by the Mayor and Aldermen, may be carried into 
effectjthey shall have power to appointa person or persons, totake 
those so confined and sentenced to labor, from their place of 
custody; and if they should be found afterwards offending, such 
security may be again required, and for want thereof, the like 
proceedings may again be had from time to time, as often as 
may be necessary. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted , That the said Mayor 
and Aldermen shall have power to establish a primary school or 
schools, for the tuition of all the free white children of the cot- 
poration, to be under the guardianship of said corporation, and 
to employ the proper teachers at suitable salaries. 

Sec. 14. And be it further enacted , That the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall have power and authority to widen, extend, and 
regulate the streets, lanes or alleys; to lay out ptoper new 
streets, lanes or alleys, whenever they may deem it expedient, 
within the limits of said town, under the following regulations, 
that is to say: the Mayor of said Town, shall summon twelve 
freeholders, inhabitants of said town, not directly interested in 
»he lands or lots through which it is proposed to open and lay out 
the said new street or streets, who being first sworn by the 
Mayor, to assess and value what damages would be sustained by 
owners of said lots or lands, by reason of the opening and laying 
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out any street, lane or alley, and the damages so assessed, shall 
be paid by the corporation of said Town, to the owners of said 
lots or lands: 'Provided always , That no street, lane or alley, 
shall be opened or laid out, until the damages assessed to indi¬ 
viduals in consequence thereof, shall have been paid. 

See. 15. And be it Jurther enacted , That the Mayor and ^ 
Aldermen, in their corporate capacity, shall have power and ^ 1 ®J ey ® rrow 
authority to contract for any loan or loans they may deem neces¬ 
sary for the purpose of raising money to improve said Town; 
and in effecting such loan or loans, shall have power to pledge the 
property and revenue of said corporation. 

Sec. 16. And be it further enacted , That the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall have power, annually, to levy a tax on all proper- ^ ay tax 
ty, real and personal, within said town: Provided , Said tax shall 
not exceed fifty cents on every one hundred dollars’ worth of proviso, 
such property; and the same shall be laid according to assess¬ 
ment and valuation of the property taxed, to be made by the as¬ 
sessors, in conformity with the regulations the said Mayor and 
Aldermen may ordain for such assessment and valuation: 

Provided , Nevertheless, that the Mayor and Aldermen shall 
have authority to review such assessment and valuation, and to 
make such alterations as they may deem just and advisable. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted , That the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall have power, annually, to levy a poll tax upon p 0 H tax . 
each and every free white male over the age of. twenty-one, and 
under sixty years, the sum of twenty-five cents; and upon every 
free person of color, a poll tax not exceeding the sum of five dol¬ 
lars. The Mayor and Aldermen shall prescribe the mode and A 

time of collecting ‘he said taxes, and also, any speedy and sum¬ 
mary remedies, by motion before the Mayor against the officers 
of the corporation, for the non-payment of taxes or other monies Delfllhuencies 
collected or received, or for other delinquencies in office; which of officers, 
remedies may extend to the securities ofsuch officers, and upon the 
judgment of the Mayor in any such case, process of execution 
may be issued by the Mayor, and have the force and effect of an 
execution from any of the Circuit Courts of this State. 

Sec. IS. And be it further enacted , That the free white 
male inhabitants and slaves within the corporated bounds, who Exempt from 
otherwise, by the laws of the State; would be subject to work cn 

on the roads, causeys, &c., shall be exempt from any such ser¬ 
vice beyond said bounds, but within the same shall be liable to 
personal labor upon the stieets, bridges, causeys, dranes, &c., as 
well to erect or open, as to repair the same, or in lieu thereof, to 
such pecuniary equivalent, as by ordinance may be prescribed. 

Sec, 19. And be it further enacted , That the Mayor and 
Aldermen of Huntsville be authorized to construct a JSlcAda- Ma 7 * 
mized road from the western boundary of the corporate limits of 1,u:,e roa 
the town, to the junction of the Athens and Decatur roads: Pro* 
vided) The Stockholders of the Company incorporated for the 
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purpose of making said road, agree to surrender the privileges to 
the said Mayor and Aldermen; should the Mayor and Aldermen 
construct said road, they 2 re hereby invested with all the rights 
and privileges, and subjected to all the liabilities and responsi 
bilities, which attach to the original Company by their charter, 
and are authorized to place the toll-gate at any point they may 
choose on said road: Provided , It shall not be nearer the Court 
House than one mile and a half: Provided further , That the 
sai d Ma yor and Aldermen shall not contract for McAdamizing 
said road, without the consent of two-thirds of the voters enti¬ 
tled to vote within the corporate limits of said town, previously 
expressed at an election to be held after the passage of this act, 
giving not less than twenty days public notice of the time and 
place of holding said election, to be determined as follows:— 
They shall vote by ballot, and all those who shall be favorable to 
said improvements being undertaken by said corporation, shall 
write on their ballot or ticket, accepted, and all those who are 
opposed to it, shall write upon the ticket, rejected; and if it shall 
appear, upon counting out the votes, that two-thirds of all the 
persons entitled to vote, as directed by this charter, have, voted 
in favor of making such improvement, then and in that event the 
said Mayor and Aldermen may, at their discretion, undertake 
the same, and not otherwise. 

Sec. 20. And he it further enacted , That all laws contra¬ 
vening the provisions of this act be repealed, and this act shall 
be in force from and after the passage thereof.

[No. 217.] AN ACT 

To locate permanently the County Site for the County of Cher- 
okee, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the Slate of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That James Montgomery, Magnus G. Williams, 
Andrew J. Copelen, Thomas Garrett, Joseph Whorton, Aaron 
Clifton, and Asa R. Brindley, be, and they are hereby appoint¬ 
ed Commissioners for the purposes hereinafter declared, and as 
such, they, or a majority of them, are hereby authorized and 
required to assemble at Cedar Bluff, in Cherokee county, on or 
before the first Monday in March next, and proceed to ascer¬ 
tain the centre of said county agreeable to the map and sur¬ 
vey, made and reported to the last General Assembly, by Asa 
W. Allen, in conformity to a resolution passed at a previous 
session of the Legislature; and that said Commissio ners may

effect the same correctly, they shall call to their aid one or more 
competent mathematicians, and if the centre thus ascertained 
shall be deemed, by said Commissioners, a suitable location for 
the County Site, then said Commissioners shall forthwith re¬ 
port t!b same to the Sheriff of said county; but if said centre 
shall not be found to be a suitable location for the County Site, 
then said Commissioners shall forthwith select the most suitable 
location nearest to said centre, and within three miles of the 
same, and report such location, thu>< selected, to the Sheriff of 
said county. 

Sec 2. And he it farther enacted , That as soon as said 
Commissioners shall have made their report to said Sheriff, as Election to be 
required in the preceding section of this act, he shall give at „nd^hrTdlor- 
least twenty days notice by advertisement, set up at all the County Site, 
election precincts in said county, that on the first Monday in 
April, eighteen hundred and forty-four, an election will beheld 
at the several election precincts in said county for the perma¬ 
nent location of a County Site, at which election all persons 
entitled to vote for members of the General Assembly, shall be 
permitted to vote, either for “ Cedar Bluff,” or “ Centre,” and 
the said Sheriff’ shall cause the election to be conducted, and the 
returns made in the same manner now required in general elec¬ 
tions, and within three days thereafter, shall make a return to 
said Commissioners, the number of votes given for “ Cedar 
Bluff” and for “ Centre,” and another like return to the clerk 
of the county court of said county, who shall keep the same 
on file in his office; and if Cedar Bluff shall receive the great¬ 
est number of votes at said election, it shall be and remain per¬ 
manently the county Site for said county; but if Centre shall 
receive the greatest number of votes at said election, then the 
location selected and reported by said Commissioners, as pro- * 
vided for in the first section of this act shall be. and is hereby 
declared the permanent county Site, or seat of Justice for said 
county; and said Commissioners, or a majority of them, shall

together sections now remote, and tend generally to the advance¬ 
ment and the prosperity of the State. Therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly convened , 
That B. M. Lowe, George Cox, George Steele, William Bran¬ 
don, George P. Burn, William J. Mastin, William Echols, John 
Reede, Rodah Horton, John W. Oley, William McDonald, Geo.

elsewhere ; and to have and use a common seal, and the same to 
alter or amend at pleasure; to pass such by-laws, rules and ordi¬ 
nances, for the good government of said corporation, as to them 
may seem proper ; and generally do ail things necessary to car¬ 
ry into effect fully and completely the objects of this act. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That as soon as fifty 
thousand dollars shall have been subscribed, the commissioners 
hereby appointed, shall call a general meeting of the subscribers President and 
at such time and place, as they may appoint ; and, at such meet- Directors to 
ing, the said subscribers, ora majority of them in value, shall 
elect nine Directors, by ballot, to manage the affairs of said com-how.

And be it further enacted , That in case any person 
shall wilfully injure, or obstruct in any degree, the said road or 
roads, he shall forfeit and pay to the President and Directors of 
said company three times the amount of all damages they may 
sustain in consequence thereof; to be sued for, and recovered 
in the same manner as provided by law for individuals in like 
cases. And on complaint made to any magistrate within whose 
jurisdiction such offence shall be committed, it shall be the duty 
of such magistrate to bind the person or persons, so offending, 
with sufficient security for his or their good behavior, for a peri¬ 
od not less than one year ; and such offender shall also be sub¬ 
ject to indictment ; and shall be sentenced at the discretion of 
the Court, to be imprisoned not less than three, nor more than 
six months. 

Sec. 14. And belt further enacted, That in the construction 
of said Rail Road, the President and Directors of said company 
shall not, in any way or manner, obstruct any public road now 
established ; but shall provide convenient passages to travel over 
said road. 

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted , That payments of the 
subscription to the stock in said Rail Road may be made in the 
materials, labor, provisions, and all and every thing necessary 
for the construction of said road, which the Board of Directors 
at their discretion may deem expedient to accept. 

Sec. 16. And be it farther enacted, That after the comple¬ 
tion of said road, or any part thereof, the said President and Di¬ 
rectors may lay and collect tolls from all persons, property, mer¬ 
chandise, and other commodity transported thereon : Provided . 
The nett profits of said road shall never exceed twenty-five per 
cent, per annum. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted , That the General As¬ 
sembly reserve the right and power to authorize the construction 
of any Rail Road to cross the one authorized by this act, at any 
point the General Assembly may think proper. 
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Sec. 18. And belt further enacted. That nothing in this act 
shall be so construed, as to confer upon said company any right Bankingpow- 
to exercise the powers of a Banking Company, or to issue any ers 
•description of paper, or evidences of debt, intended as circula¬ 
tion.

To consolidate the several acts of Incorporation of the City of 
Mobile, and to alter and amend the same. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
converted , That the Corporation of the City of Mobile shall, 
hereafter, consist of a Mayor, Board of Aldermen, and Board 
of Common Council ; and shall be known and styled as the 
“Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the City of Mo- j^ ame an( j 
bile and by their corporate name, may sue, and be sued, im- style of Cor- 
plead, and be impleaded, grant, receive, and do all olhsr acts, as poration. 
natural persons ; and may purchase and hold real, personal, and 
mixed property, not exceeding, at any one time, five hundred 
thousand dollars, or dispose of the same for the benefit of the 
said City; and may have and use a City Seal, which may be bro¬ 
ken Or altered at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. And be it farther enacted, That the limits and boun¬ 
daries of the said City of Mobile, shall be as follows, to wit * Jlrimits and 
Commencing at the North-bank of Bayou Chetaugueat its mouth ; boundaries of 
thence running East to the East-bank of Spanish river; thence City, 
down the East-bank of said river, to the extreme Southern point 
of the Island; thence South to a point which will intersect the 
South boundary of Township number four; thence West to a 
point where a North line will strike the Bayou Chetaugue, at 
the old Portage; thence down the left bank of said Bayou to the 
place of beginning. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the said City of ^Vided 
Mobile shall be divided into seven Wards, to be numbered and j nto Wardsv 
designated as Wards Number one, two, three, four, five, six and 
seven; which Wards shall be divided and bounded as follows:

and costs, which said labor shall be such us shall be designated 
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by the said Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council, for the gen¬ 
eral benefit of said City*; to cause all vagrants, idle or disorderly 
persons, all persons of evil life or ill fame, and all such as have 
no visible means of support, or as are likely to become charge¬ 
able to the City as paupers, or are found begging or drunk in or 
about the streets, or loitering in or about tippling houses, or who 
can show no reasonable course of employment in business in the 
City; all who have no fixed place of residence, or cannot give a 
good account of themselves; all who are grossly indecent in 
language or behavior publicly in the streets, and all public pros¬ 
titutes, or such as lead a notoriously lewd or lascivious course of 
life, to give security for their good behavior for a reasonable 
time, and to indemnify the City against any charge for their sup¬ 
port; and in case of their inability or refusal to give such secu¬ 
rity, to cause them to he confined to labor for a limited time, 
not exceeding four calendar months, unless such security shall 
sooner be given, which said labor shall be designated by the said 
Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council, for the general benefit 
of the said City ; and that the labor so designated may be carried 
into effect, the said Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council, 
shall have power to appoint a person or persons to take those so 
confined and sentenced to labor, from their place of confinement 
to the place appointed for their working, and watch them while 
at labor, and return them before sun-down to the place of con¬ 
finement; and if they shall be found afterwards offending, such 
security may again be required, and for want thereof, the like 
proceedings may again be had, from time to time, as often as may 
be necessary; to levy taxes on all slaves brought to the City for 
sale by any merchant, trader or dealer; to take care of, remove, 
preserve, designate and regulate all burying ground? within the 
City; to regulate weights and measures, appoint inspectors of 
lumber, fire wood, flour, beef, pork, fish, and all other salt pro¬ 
visions whatsoever; and to pass all such resolutions, by-laws and 
ordinances, as they, or a majority of them, may deem requisite 
and necessary for the good government of the said City, not 
contravening the laws of the State of Alabama.

Sec. 1G. And be it further enacted, That the Mayor and

ital, in the same manner as Justices of the Peace, but shall ex¬ 
ercise no other judicial functions whatever, and shall not receive 
any fees or perquisites; and the Mayor shall have authority con¬ 
current with a Justice of the Peace, to arrest and commit to 
prison, deserting seamen and mariners from vessels in the mer¬ 
chant’s service, under the provisions of an act, passed at the 
fifth annual session of the General Assetnbly, “ entitled an act 
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in relation to seamen belonging to vessels in merchant’s ser¬ 
vice. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the Mayor to see that the laws of this corporation be 
duly executed, and he shall hold a court once in each day of 
the week, Sundays excepted, for the trial of all offenders against 
the laws and ordinances, he shall report the negligence, or mis¬ 
conduct of any officer to the Boards of Aldermen and Com¬ 
mon Council, he shall lay before said Boards, from time to time 
in writing, such alterations in the laws of the corporation, or 
measures for its good government, or interest, as he may deem 
necessary and proper, and shall receive such salary, not less than 
fifteen nor more than twenty-two hundred dollars annually; 
which salary shall be fixed by the two Boards, at their first 
meeting after their election, and said salary shall not be in¬ 
creased or diminished during the period for which he shall have 
been elected.

it with his objections, to the Board from whence it emanated, 
and at its next regular meeting, in case of his non approval, or 
failure to return as aforesaid, a vote of two-thirds of each 
Board shall make it a law.

tions or objections that may be brought before them in reier-

ation, the several parties benefited as aforesaid, shall be com¬ 
pelled to contribute to the expense of making the same, although 
the forms prescribed by this section may not have been strictly 
complied with, and the request and ordinance shall alone be 
deemed essential to create the claim for contribution: Provided, 
That the street called and known by the name of Government 
Street shall be, and is hereby declared to be a hundred feet 
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wide; and it shall be the duty of the said corporation to desig- ~” 

liate and distinctly mark out the northern limits of said street, 
according as the same were established by the Spanish Gov¬

the most zealous energies of every patriotic citizen. 

Resolved further, That this General Assembly look with pride and 
pleasure upon the fact, that, while other States, with more abundant 
sources of available revenue, have failed to meet punctually their pe¬ 
cuniary engagements, Alabama has faithfully and fully complied with 
her own, and has, at all times, been ready to discharge promptly, the 
interest upon her liabilities, as it became due. 

Resolved further, That this General Assembly regard the pecuniary 
liabilities of the State of Alabama, as binding upon her citizens, hot!) 
in law and conscience ; and that her people are too honest, and her 
legislators too trustworthy, to attempt any measure, of which the result 
would be, either directly or indirectly, to impair confidence in her honor, 
or awaken just anxieties in the minds of her creditors. 

Resolved further, That, with a sincere confidence in the honesty of 
the people of the State of Alabama, and a like assurance of their entire 
resignation to the imposition of such pecuniary burdens as may be ne¬ 
cessary to maintain the faith and credit of the State, we pledge our¬ 
selves, each to the other, to the maintenance of a spirit of all proper 
economy and retrenchment in our State expenditures, and to the dis¬ 
continuance of all attempts to blot the fair escutcheon of our common¬ 
wealth with the odious stain of repudiation.

To Congress, in relation to a certain Mail Route, therein named. 

We, the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Ala¬ 
bama in General Assembly convened, would respectfully represent, 
that at present, a large, respectable, and enterprising portion of the cit¬ 
izens of this State, are cut off from speedy communication with the Seat 
of Government of our State. 

We would further represent, that, a weekly stage line from Tusca¬ 
loosa to Tuscumbia, would remedy this deprivation. The line leaving 
Tuscaloosa, and passing through New Lexington, leaving the Byler 
turnpike at some convenient point, passing through Russellville or 
Mewbergh, thence to Tuscumbia, where it would intersect with the 
Great line from Nashville to New Orleans, and also with the Great 
southern route from Charleston to Memphis. 

We believe such a line is demanded by the wants of the people 
whose agricultural and commercial interests are involved in the estab- 
lislmient of such line: Therefore, 

Section 1 . Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representa¬

Of Instruction, on the subject of changing the Constitution of the 

United States. 

The Committee on Federal Relations, to which was referred certain 
Resolutions of the State of Massachusetts, proposing to change the 
Constitution of the United States, in such manner as to deprive the 
slave holding States of their present proportion of representation in 
Congress, have had the subject under consideration, and instructed me 
to report the following resolves, and respectfully ask their passage: 

The General Assembly of the State of Alabama will, in no event, 
give countenance to this proposition of Massachusetts. The provision 
proposed to be stricken from the Constitution, contains within it, the 
terms upon which the Union was formed, and any attempt now to 
change it, and thereby disturb the confederacy, ought not to be made. 
Alabama views all such attempts as evidences of bad faith on the part 
of a sister State ; having a direct tendency to weaken the bonds of mu¬ 
tual interest and good feeling which has hitherto bound us together: 
Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , That the proposi¬ 
tion of Massachusetts so to change the Constitution of the United 
States, is considered wholly inadmissabie by the people of Alabama. 

Resolved further, 1st. That our Senators in Congress be instructed, 
and our Representatives requested, to use their utmost exertions againsf 
the proposed amendment of the Constitution of the United States to ex* 
elude the representation of “three-fifths of all other persons.” 

2nd. And he it further resolved , That it be made the duty of His 
Excellency the Governor, to forward a copy of the foregoing resolu¬ 
tions to each of our Senators and Representatives in Congress.

the amount, kind, and cost of the various articles of machinery, as well 
as of the character and cost of any additional buildings, if any, neces¬ 
sary and proper to be used in the Penitentiary, for the manufacture of 
rope and bagging from cotton and hemp, or from either separately; 
also, the number of convicts necessary to be employed at the machinery 
for the manufacture of either cotton or hemp into the above articles. 

Resolved further , That the Inspectors be required to ascertain the 
exact cost to the State, of the manufacture of each and every species 
of manufacture now carried on in the Penitentiary. 

Resolved further , That the Inspectors be required to report to the 
next General Assembly, fully and in detail, the result of their inquiries 
upon the subject contained in the foregoing resolutions; and that they 
accompany their report with such correspondence as they may have 
had in reference to the subject.

JOINT MEMORIAL 

To the Congress of the United States, on the subject of the Pre¬ 
emption Laws. 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in Congress assembled: 

The Memorial of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, 
respectfully represents, that the wise policy of the Government of the 
United States, in relation to the Public Lands, in the passage of the 
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late Pre-emption laws, has been, owing to the extraordinary pressure of 
the times, and derangement of the currency of the country during the 
last five or six years, partially defeated, and many industrious, enter¬ 
prising, and meritorious citizens deprived of the means of purchasing 
the homes intended to be secured by those benevolent laws. 

The General Assembly further represent, that, owing to the causes 
above named, as well as to the great reduction, during that period, of 
every article of agricultural production, and of property generally, a 
most respectable portion of the settlers on the Public Lands in this 
State, and especially in the Cherokee purchase, have been unable to 
realize the advantage intended to be secured to them by the Pre-emp¬ 
tion laws of one thousand eight hundred and thirty eight and one thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and forty. Their settlements were consequently 
offered for sale, but owing to the great scarcity of specie funds, were 
not sold ; they will be shortly subject to general entry, and without the 
timely interposition of Congress, it is apprehended that this meritorious 
class of citizens will be ousted of their possessions by another class, who 
are ever ready to take advantage of the necessities and misfortunes of 
the poor but hardy and industrious pioneer of the west. 

For the reasons above set forth, the General Assembly pray your 
Honorable Bodies, to extend the right of Pre-emption two years to the 
settlers above described, that they may be enabled to enter their lands, 
in preference to those who may be disposed to make a general entry. 

Resolved therefore , by the Senate and Haase of Representatives of 
the Stale of Alabama in General Assembly convened , That our 
Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives requested, 
to use their best exertions to carry out the views contained in the lore¬ 
going preamble and resolution; and that His Excellency the Governor, 
cause copies of this preamble and resolution to be forwarded to them.

For the relief of Isaac Swan, Tax Collector of Sumter County. 

Be it Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , That Isaac Swan, 
Tax Collector of Sumter County, for the year eighteen hundred and forty- 
three, be, and he is hereby allowed until the first day of March next, to 
complete the collection of the State and County taxes of said County,

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MEMORIAL 

Of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama* to the Congress of 

the United States, requesting a reduction of the price of the Public 

Lands within said State. 

The Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama, in 
General Assembly convened, respectfully request the Congress of the 
United States to graduate and reduce the prices of the public lands within 
the State of Alabama, which have been long in market and remain unsold, 
with a view of getting clear of the expense of the Land Office system, 
and making those lands private property. 

There are some nineteen millions of acres of public lands within the 
State, which have been in market, some for ten, some for twenty, and 
some for thirty years; and notwithstanding the several periods of a rise 
and fall of prices ot products, and the great rise of lands and speculations 
in them, and notwithstanding our citizens have been seized with the spirit 
of speculation, and have traversed all of the west and southwestern States 
in quest of public lands, yet so worthless have been the barrens and 
mountains of Alabama, that but few tracts have been entered of this great 
waste. Congress has often been requested to graduate the prices accord¬ 
ing to the periods of time they have been in market; and has hitherto 
refused to grant this most reasonable request. If ten cents per acre had 
been obtained for them twenty years ago, it would have been a great ben¬ 
efit to both the State and General Government. The one would have 
had the value of the property, and have been free from the expense of 
attending to it, whilst the other would have had citizens. As it is, Con¬ 
gress owns waste valueless lands, and Alabama has an unhabited desert, 
instead of tax-paying inhabitants. Why should Congress longer attempt 
to force up the prices of deserts and mountains, which, although sur¬ 
rounded by inhabitants from fifty to two hundred years, are yet not worth 
twenty cents per acre, and in many cases not half of that sum ? What 
reason is there to conclude that similar lands are worth more money in 
Alabama, where there are fewer inhabitants, more recently settled, and 
the country less healthy ? Your memorialists request that Congress may 
reduce the prices of said lands according to the periods of time that the 
several districts may have been in the market, and securing rights of pre¬ 
emption to occupants for limited periods of time at each stage of reduc¬ 
tion. 

And be it Resolved , That the Governor transmit a copy of the fore¬ 
going Memorial to the Senators and Representatives in Congress.
